Rave is dead and jungle killed it? 
Has jungle devoured the final 
remnants of the good vibe? Can 
you dance to it, can you hum the 
tunes and is it of low musical 
merit? Does it even aspire to the 
originality of punk? Is it bleak, 
negative and retrogressive? Or 
worse, is jungle boring? 

Ravescene was bom at a time when 
rave was exciting and vibrant. 
There were no labels, it was all just 
rave music. We had one overriding 
rule - that we wouldn’t publicise 
anything that we wouldn't do our¬ 
selves. Over the last few months it 
has become increasingly difficult to 
muster up the enthusiasm to write 
about a scene that simply doesn’t 
exist anymore. Why review a 
‘rave’ that we weren’t at and had to 
try to find someone who wanted to 
go to it? It is easy to berate the 
authorities for forcing the scene 
back into the clubs, but really all 
they had to do was to sit back and 
watch the self-destruction. 


Now I know that by printing what 
I really feel that some people out 
there are going to get the hump, 
they are going to get very nasty and 
probably harass and intimidate us 
on the phone and in person - why? 
for printing what is in our opinion 
the truth? All it does for us is to 
reiterate what we feel - that the jun¬ 
gle scene breeds moodiness and 
bad attitude. The only answer is 
this - let jungle go it’s own way and 
the people that are involved in it do 
their own thing, (and there are 
some good, decent jungle promot¬ 
ers out there), even publish their 
own magazine, but don’t pretend 
that it has anything to do with rave 

- it doesn't. It is a totally separate 
animal. 

Rave is dead, it will never come 
back the way we knew and loved it 
but it is still possible to put on huge, 
exciting parties and it is possible to 
find DJ's who play proper hardcore 

- Slipmatt, Devious D. Dougal, 
Vibes. Fabio, Ellis Dee are pnme 



examples. A DJ has to search for 
decent tunes or do as Slipmatt does 
and make the dub plates he plays 
out up himself. 

The same can be said of the house 
scene - garage attracts just a moody 
crowd as drum and bass and the 
alternative room (if there is one) at 
a jungle event will be predominant¬ 
ly New York garage. This is not 
house music - house music uplifts, 
gives energy and promotes good 
vibes. Garage clubs tend to empty 
out at 4am when the charlie runs 
out - people at house clubs are still 
going at 6am and beyond. Hardcore 
and house go together in all their 
forms, trance, progressive, deep, 
acid and uplifting. With house 
labelling counts for nothing - it 
doesn’t matter what it's called if it 
makes you dance. In fact, all the 
categorising these days is also 
killing the scene - labels on clothes, 
labels on music - who cares? 

So. back to basics. Let’s all think 
party again - go out, meet new¬ 
found*. dance all night und be what 
you want to be!

Obsession has been cancelled. 
No reason has yet been given 
but the information lines are 
not being answered. Several 
of the ticket outlets handed 
over their ticket money last 
Thursday, without being told 
that the event was cancelled. 
It would seem that now peo¬ 
ple that were silly enough to 
buy tickets that far in advance 
stand to wait a long time for a 
refund You’d think that peo¬ 
ple would have leam’t their 
lesson after the Woodstock 
debacle last year. One ticket 
outlet that we spoke to paid 
more than £2.000 over to the 
organisers before learning 
that the event was cancelled. 

It seems a pity that to date 
there are no large outdoor 
events planned for this sum¬ 
mer, but then again at the 
moment there doesn’t seem to 
be any promoters of a size or 
with the experience to apply 
for a license of this size. I sus¬ 
pect that the only outdoor 
events that will happen in the 
future will be house, as 
opposed to hardcore.

THE END OF THE PIER 

After putting on many of the best parties Destiny/The Cream and 
Rise & Shine are no longer to be found on Clacton Pier 
Thousands will be disappointed that this era has come to an end 
as it was one of the most unusual and interesting venues in the 
country. The pier was purchased by Christians father in 1981. He 
rebuilt the existing dance hall and arcade to provide Oscar's the 
night club and The Cockney Pride pub. For several years the club 
ran three successful soul nights until the mood swung round to 
rave. Christian joined forces with Lee and Destiny/The Cream 
began it's long run with weekly clubs and monthly monster bash¬ 
es using the whole pier. The most recent all nighters have had up 
to seven rooms, covering the whole house music spectrum from 
trance through handbag to hardcore. These parties were all ticket 
only and attracted up to 5,000 people each time. However, during 
November of 1993 the pier slipped into receivership due to the 
pressures of the economy. The Receivers took over the running of 
the pier and in their wisdom after watching how professionally 
Lee and Christian ran their events decided that they could do bet¬ 
ter, so on 11th April 1994 Lee and Christian were told that they 
were no longer allowed on the premises and all their equipment 
and trading facilities were withheld and remain so to this day. 
This would have been the biggest summer so far for all 
Destiny/The Cream members and would have become the best 
event of it s type this year. Instead the events at the pier, now 
known as Love Nation have failed to attract anywhere near the 
same numbers as Destiny/the Cream and if you've seen the flyers 
you' d understand why. Destiny/The Cream seemed to have 
knack of booking the finest DJ's in the country in all aspects of 
house music. 

Destiny/The Cream have not retired though. Lee from Destiny 
said that ‘what was then happened. It was the right venue the 
right music, at the right time. It cannot be created again. Now 
what is important is the future, and the art of creating a good club 
is being able to adapt and change. There are other venues in the 
country just as interesting as The Pier, albeit different. It's what 
you put into it that counts”. 

Lee & Christian have been busy since leaving the Pier. They 
hosted a room at Double Dipped at Bagleys on 14th May and they 
have a special one-ofr at Hollywoods in Romford on Sunday 29th 
May. They are also co-hosting Submerged at Tummills every 
Friday with Double Dipped. Why Tummills? "It's an original 
venue with the original vibe. Also it’s got PD drivers on the bass 
powered by Amcron amps which provide one of the best sound 
systems you can experience in today’s world! We also like the 
way it's laid out, with two rooms of music plus loads of places to 
sit and chat. It's such a new venue in this scene, so it;s fresh and 
everyone who's been there so far has loved it. We just need to 
work really hard to get the word about. It’s really easy to find as 
well, even if you're from outside London like us, being about five 
minutes from Kings Cross, between the City and Holbom ”
